The original plant 
produced leaves 16 inches in diameter and flowers 8 
inches across. The latter are of a beautiful shade of 
pink, and possess the richest and most powerful fra- 
grance of all hardy varieties, surpassing even JN. odor- 
The plant flourishes in any rich 
soil and is desirable for the water-garden, or for deep 
water in natural ponds. $1.00 each; $10.00 per 
dozen.
